There

about the title and duties held 
by the appointee, James G. 
Watt, who registered Oct. 23, 
19 67, as a lobby ist for the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, and 
worked for the chamber in 
the areas of mining, public 
lands, 
water 
a nd 
en­ 
vironmental pollution. 
One 
Interior 
Department 
source said Watt is “ some 
sort of consultant.” Watt’s 
own office at 
I nt e r i o r 
described him as a special 
assistant. A spokesman for 
the Chamber of Commerce 
said Watt could be deputy 
undersecretary . 
‘Oil Specialist» 
The Oil and Gas Journal 
has 
described 
Watt 
as 
HickeTs “ey es and ears on 
oil.” Oil Daily called him 
nickel’s “oil specialist.” 
But repeated attempts to 
reach 
Watt 
himself 
were 
unsuccessful, and his job, of­ 
ficially , remains undefined. 
As lobby ist for business and 
industry interests last y ear, 
Watt o ppo s e d legislation 
which would have tightened 
federal control over industrial 
water pollution and permitted 
federal intervention in the 
r e c l a m a t i o n of lands 
devastated by strip mining. 
Both pieces of legislation, 
which 
had 
the 
Interior 
Department’s support under 
the Democratic administra­ 
tion, still are pending in Con­ 
gress. 
Protests 
Watt’s appointment brought 
protests from two senators 
who w^ere among leaders of 
the unsuccessful fight to deny 
Senate c o nf i r m a t i o n to 
Secretary 
Hickel 
on 
the 
ground that he was not suffi­ 
ciently committed to strict 
conservation policies. 
As a consultant or special 
assistant, Watt would not be 
subject to Senate confirma­ 
tion. 
Sen. William Prox mire, D- 
Wis., sent a private letter to 
Secretary Hickel, say ing: 
“Although I realize that vou 
are entitled to hire 
those 
whom y ou wish to work on 
y our staff, I think the ap­ 
pointment of a man who is so 
identified wuth the private in­ 
terests can only create 
a 
credibility gap between y our 
statements of concern for the 
public interest . . . and y our 
actions as secretary of the 
infprior, . 
The possibilitv of Waft’s 
influence 
in 
the 
Inferior 
Department also upset Sen 
Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine 
who charged that the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce “has 
been in the forefront of those 
who 
have 
undertaken 
to 
challenge the authority of the 
secretary of interior.” 
Noting 
that 
Watt 
was 
secretary of the Chamber’s 


natural resources committee, 
Muskie said: 


“ If the point of view of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
U.S. were to be adopted, in 
my judgment it would destroy 
the water quality standards 
program 
as

established.” 


Water Bill Foe 
One of Watt’s battles last 
y ear 
with 
the 
Interior 
Department erupted in the 
House Public Works 
Com­ 
mittee which was considering 
new water pollution control 
standards written by then 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Interior 
Stewart L. Udall. The stan- 
dards would have required a 
minimum of two stages of 
treatment for m u ni c i p a l 
wastes and 
a 
comparable 
degree of treatm ent for in­ 
dustrial wastes.

Bills Threaten Lancaster County^s Revenue

If numerous bills introduced in the 1969 
Legislature pass, tax ing authorities fear that 
Lancaster County ’s main source of revenue 
— the ad valorem tax — will be destroy ed 
and the local mill levies will be forced to 
sky rocket to make up the deficit. 
Several of these bills provide for central 
assessment of property such as motor 
vehicles, truck fleets and railroad property 
such as the Burlington Shops in Lincoln and 
then funding back a percentage of the 
revenue to the counties. 
Lancaster County officials point to the 
county ’s loss of nearly $500,000 in revenue 
last y ear as an ex ample of how the larger 
counties lose revenue under such a funding- 
back sy stem. 
Tax es Eliminated 
This loss resulted when much of the 
personal property tax , the head, poll and 
Kerr-Mills tax es were eliminated and the 
counties received a so-called 
r e ve nu e 
replacement when a percentage of sales and 
income tax es collected throughout the state 
was funded back to counties. 


At the present time there are three sets 
of statutes calling for central assessment 
of property by the state, application of an 
“ average” state levy , collection by the stale 
and distribution of tax revenue to the coun­ 
ties based on relative real estate values. 
Under this method, Lancaster County 
realizes approx imately 10% of the total 
revenue collected, while the county would 
receive approx imately one-third if the pro­ 
perty were valued locally or “ at situs.” 
For ex ample, $885,000 was collected in 
the state last y ear under current statutes 
regarding proration of interstate truck fleets. 
Get About One-Third 
Under present law, these trucks are 
valued by the state but the tax es are col­ 
lected locally , with Lancaster County realiz­ 
ing approx imately one-third or $29 5,000, but 
under

Other bills, the passage of which will 
result in loss of revenue to Lancaster County , 
are the numerous ones providing for various 
ex emptions.

Favored Position 
According to Lancaster County Deputy 
Assessor E. 
B. 
Schrepf, 
who 
appeared 
against this bill at a committee hearing last 
week, the contemplated legislation under 
Carpenter s bill, “creates a favored tax 
position to lessees, unwarranted by constitu­ 
tion.” 
He said there seems to be a misconcep­ 
tion that the present section of the law per­ 
tains only to rural school lands leased for 
agricultural purposes and that these lessees 
are entitled to the “favoritism” of ex emp­ 
tion. 
* 
“These leased school lands are only a 
segment of a much greater problem; for 
there are, in fact, countless other public 
lands and public impicvements in the more 
metropolitan area.s where the annual lease 
rentals are counted in the millions and the 
values of such properties run into the mulU- 
millions,” Schrepf said. 
‘Discriminatory ’ 
He said that there being no supporting 
tax revenue obtained from these properties 
constitutes a “favored tax position” which 
IS “discriminatory ” against the valid tax ­ 
pay er in competitive business and ownership 
who is pay ing tax es on like property 
similarly used. 
Several other ex emption provisions are 
present in other bills before the legislature 
which have elements of eliminating the ad 
valorem tax . 
The counties may also lose commissions 
for coUection of tax es for other governmental 
subdivisions under anticipated legislation, 
and a bill to eliminate the provision that 
the county treasurer collect the sales tax or 
motor vehicles has already been introduced. 
During 19 68, Lancaster County collected 
$23,000 in fees for collection of the motor 
vehicle sales tax , and during the 19 67-68 
fiscal y ear, the county received $224.861 in 
commission for collection of tax es for school 
districts, watershed districts, fire districts, 
etc.

Hinkley and Carroll Thompson hav e come 
to an end and it has been public knowledge 
for some time that Hinkley and Thompson 
ha v e decided to bring their council ca reers 
to a halt. Comstock, play ing it cool as 
usual, has not y et announced his intentions. 
In 1%5, Thompson led the pack of 
candidates twice. He was first to announce 
he would seek a term — early in January 
— and then filed January 20th. Startin'» 
ea rly , 
running well, Thompson finished 


fourth in the primary and went on to rack 
up the highest number of v otes in the 
general election that y ear. 


Records ov er the pa st y ea rs will bear 
out the fa ct that most of the people fUing 
for a council post hav e done so close to 
or at the deadline. But in the av erage 
election y ea r, talk far ahead of the act 
of filing generated an interest thus far 
lacking in 1969. Could it be that the time- 
consuming duties and lack of financial 
compensation hav e thwarted the quest for 
public office at this lev el? Doubtful, but 
it would be good to see some qualified 
pubhc-spirited Lincolnites take an interest. ’ 
We were braced for an interesting 
tussle for the open council sea ts since at 
least two of three prov en v ote-getters hav e 
taken them selv es out of the race. It’s far 
from too late to start running for a council 
seat, but it’s not too early , either.

South Vietnamese 
Find Arms Cache 


. . . HUGE ROCKET WARHEADS 


Saigon f J?i — South Viet­ 
nam ese m arines turned up a 
giant enemy arm s cache, in- 
cuding 
240mm 
r o c k e t 
w arheads that can pack up to 
100 pounds of explosives, in 
caves 60 miles north of Saigon 
Sunday . 
The discovery , described bv 
a government spokesman as 
the largest 
such 
stockpile 
ever found by South Viet- 
nam ese troops, came a week 
before the lunar new y ear 
Tet, which was m arked last 
y ear by the Viet Cong’s big­ 
gest offensive of the war. 


A s s o c i a t e d

photographer Nick Ut, who 
was with the m arines, said 
about 50 of the big warheads 
~ about three feet long and 10 
inches in diam eter — were 
am ong m ore than 500 rockets 
seized in the caves, in War 
Zone C 18 miles from the 
Cambodian border.

U.S. Command spokesmen, 
without seeing them , said the 
240mm rockets probably had 
been improvised at Viet Cong 
arm s shops in the jungled 
area.
